Hamnisnvre, May 10.—The near approach
of the meotings of the Republican and Dsmo-
cratie Btate Couventions—the first noxt Wed-
neaday, and the latter the week followling —has
caused an Influx of prominent politicians here
from all parts of the Btate, together with the
head of the nation, who bas, within the past
two weeks, been twice in this vielnily.

The nomination of Auditor-General and Sur-
veyor-General had really little to do with the
visit of President Grant to Lochiel on Satarday
week, and to Newville last Baturday. It Is o
universally conceded that General Harrison
Allen, State Senalor from Warren, will be nomi-
nated for Anditor General, and Colonel Beath,
of Behuylkill, for Burveyor-Genceral that little
conslderation is ¢iven to their nominations. The
selection of a Ohairman of the Blate Central
Committee is the great question now agitaling
the minds of high pollticians in the 8tate, for
whoever ia selected for Lhis imporiant place next
week will, if snccesaful, be called upon to run
the political machine of the Commonwealth
until after the Presidential election; hence the
great lmportavce of securing o competent
enginecr. When Grant visited Lochiel,
the home of General Cameron, last Batarday
week, it waz wholly with o view of arranging
this matter. The President and his friend
Cameron went carcfully over the resull of the
Btate elections of last year, sud iu footlog up the
electoral vole of the States that went Republiean
and Democratic, it was ascertained there were
three more Democratic than Republican voles
cast; therefore It was determined necessary not
only to hold Pennsylvanla loyal, but a Demoera-
tic State must be reclaimed. How to hold Penn-
sylvanis was the question discussed, and it was
agreed that Colonel Jobhn W. Forvey was the
proper person to select as Chairman of the State
Central Committee, and lo order to cause him
to work up to the full measore expected, it was
thought we!l to fix up this programme, and
acquaint Colonel Forney of the fact—U. 8,
Grant for President, 8imon Cameron for Vice-
President, and John W. Forney for United
Slates Benator,

Whether the wvell is too thick for Colonel
Forney to tee through I caonob say, but astute
politiclans like Colonel A. K. MeClure and

others look on It in this way: Colonel Foroey
may, in order (o get Cameron out of his way for
the Benatorship, use his influnonce to nominate
the Winnebsgo Chief Vice-President, but does
any one, ask they, believe for a moment that if
Cameron should be elected Vice-Presldent he
would nse Lis influence for the clection of Colo-
nel Forney to the United States Senate? Cer-
tainly not: and the two Intervening months,
from the time of Lhe Presidential election in
November and the meetlng of the Legislature
in January following, would be speat by the
Viee-President elect in alding in the election of
Don Cameron as SBenator, and to secure such a
result the whole political machinery of the
administration would be directed.

There seems Lo be a general impression here
that Colonel Forney will not serve. If go, the
choice will doubtleas fall upon M. 8. Quay, of
the Beaver Radical.

The Democracy will, in all probability, select
Senator William M. Randall, of Schuylkill, as
the Chairman of their State Central Uommittee.
His being, In o measure, the representative of
the Young Democracy of the State, and having
so stropg an influence with the workingmen of
the miaing regions, have cansed him to be
copsidered the most avallable man for the posi-
tion.

To insure success, in Democratic anticipation,
the popular Dick Coulter will, in all probabllity,
be gelected for Auditor-General.

In the meantime Governor Geary remains
serene. He clalms to bhave reached the full
messure of his ambition. General Kuipe alluded
few days ago to his having, during the war,
one eve on the Rebels and the other on the
executive office of Pennsylvania. The Governor
declares the helght of his ambition has been
reached, and he i8 now laboring to so perform
the duties, with that single-heartedness for the
public weal, as to merit the encomiums of his
fellow-citizens, To retire from execuative duties
amid the plaudits of the people of this great
Commonwealth is the only ambition that dwells
within him.

The ticket not nupopular with Democrats in
this vieinlty Is—Tecumseh Sherman for Presi-
dent, John W. Geary Vice-President, and Carl
Bchurz Becretary of Btate, or anything else he

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC.

Rip Van Winkle” at the Musenm ,

A rival to Mr. Jefferson in his most popular

role of *Rip Van Winkle" has uppeared In the
person of Mr. Hobert McWade, a young actor
who has been performing at the Moseum, Ninth
and Arch streets, doring the present week, with
considerable success. The play In which Mr.
McWade appears is apnounced as ‘‘an entirely
pew adaptation” of Irving's story, but it is
painfully apparent that the author has received
more Inspiration from Boucicault than he has
from Irving, and as Mr. McWade has copled
some of his best stage-business from Jefferson,
80 has the concoeter of this “new version" ap-
propriated (e sitnations of the play which the
acting of Mr. Jefferson has made famous, Even
the miserable rabbit story which spolls ene of
the best scenes in Beucicault's play we fad re
produced in all its esseptial fentures, with
a squirrel for the hero. This is nol what we
have a right to expect in a play that lays claim
to originality, snd the piece is especlally open
to eritlelsm. Inasmuch as Boacleault, 8o far from
improving on Irving, has obliteratad all the finer
characteristics of the story, which in the hands
of a man of the slightest poetical feellng might
be turned into & very beantiful littde drama
which would not depend entirely for success on
the genius of o single actor. Taking Mr. Mc-
Wade's play upon Its individan! merits, it is ln
some respects an improvement upou the better
kunown plece, and the depousment, whea “Rip"
returns to flnd his wife dead and his daughter
involved in difficulties from which it is io kis
power to rescue her, is especlally much happler.
The worst fault of the play isits excessive length,
The dramatic sltuastions are none of them of &
very pronounced character, snd the low con-
versatlonal tone in which the dislogue Is coa-
dueted bas a tendency to become mopnotonous
after there has been more than a couple of hours
of it. If some of the verbiage could be elimi-
nated, and the play thereby cut down about one-
third, it would be vaatly Improved.

Mr. McWade's “Rip Van Winkle' is o tolera-
bly ¢lose copy of Mr. Jefferson’s performance,
and In the last act, where “Rip" appears as an
old man, it will compare not unfavorably with
its original. {a the early scenes, Mr. McWade,
while displaying copsiderable abllity, whick

will doub tiess enable him to achieve an excsal-
lent reputation in time, misses almost entirely
the combined humor] and pathos that make Mr.
Jefforson's ‘‘Rip” so delightful. Tne perform-
ance s 8o curiounaly like Mr, Jefferson's in very
msoy particulars, that it Is an excellont [llus-
tration of the power of genius to transform the
commonplace into something worthy of admira-
von. Mr. McWade can copy Jefferson's ‘*busis
ness,” his costume, hia conversationa! tone, and
his varlous tricks of volce and mnner, but he
cannol imilate the subtle charm that pervadea
his “Rip" und elevates it to a high position as
a work of ort, for this belongs to the lndivi-
duality of the artist, and is beyond imitation,

In our loeal columns this morning we give a
sl_llghl.descri tion of the opening of the new
*“Temple of Pharmacy™ of Br. H. T. Helmbold,
which oeccupies the old readiog-room of the
Continental Hotel. As a ruale, Philadelphia
merchants have until quite recently been singu-
larly averse to making the interlor of their
stores attractive, and we are glad to observe
that a better era is dawning, and they ate be-
coming educated to the necessity of so doing.
The emrln_\'ment in the fitting up of stores of
mechanics whose branches of business, we pre-
sume, are usually calalogued as useful arts, bat
which embrace beauty, richness of conception,
aund delicacy of touch,speaks well for the increas-
ing méihetic taste of our population, and by the
encouragement of our architects snd builders
Philadelphia may soon boast of being not only
the manufacturing centre of the United States,
but the home of all those arts which so closely
approach the fine aris aa to defy separation.
Dr. Helmbold's new store is the most beautiful
in our city, and the taste displayed In its con-
ception reflects great credit upon the architect,
Mr. John Stewarl, to whose labor Philadelphia
is greatly indebted. Nothiog has been neglected
that conld add to the magunificence of this em-
porinm; and, whnl is very rare, the fiuish of
even the most hidden paris of the store is com-
plete. What particularly atiracted our atten-
tion was the fact that all the multifarions orna-
mental work which is seen in every direction is
composed entirely of papier-mache of Philadel-
phin manufacture, which exceeds In beauty of
finish aud artistic merit anything of the deserlp-
tlon we ever examined.

The substitutéon of papier-mache for wood has
been the subject of much stady, but there has
always been great diffienlty in adapting it to
ornamental work., In Euarope it 1s much uses
in architectural enrichment, ‘l):;lng referred to
woed and similar materials; in Paris it had
attained such general use as to entirely super-
rede plaster, which now is used only for walls
and plaip work. In tne mauner of preparing
papier-mache followed in Europe it is found
necessary to carve over the surface and cover
it with a solution of whiting and gelatine, aiter
which it is sand-papered and finished up.
Although this makes it expensive, It ia, on ac-
count of its freédom from eracking, preferred to
wood.

About three years gince Mr. Edward 8. Judge,
of Baltimore, took outa palent upon papler-
mache work, by the use ol which he is enabled
to take it from the moulds in a condition as fine
and sharp asa plaster cast, and of almost any
degree of strength. 8ix months Iater he came
to this city, to use it in the ornamentation of
looking-ginss frames for the most extensive
factory of that kind in the country, and so well
did the process succeed, that in a short time the
enterprising firm monopolized the trade in large
mirror frames. About a year since, with Mr.
John R. White and others, he formed the
Parisian Marble Company for the introduction
of this industry into general use, and
egpecially for architectural purposés, and its
success is already assured. Yesterday we visited
the oflice of the company, and were shown or-
naments ol pure paper with surface almost as
fine as polished marble, and of such strength
that a fall of twenly or thirty feet on n stone
pavement would not break them. It takes the
finest Impressions, and can be made
into the largest forms. We were shown
figures, five feet in helght, designed to
stand the weather; brackets In  brooze,
superior to any non-metallic imitation we have
seen, ard in walnut that cannot be distingnished
from the wood; pedestals enamelled the snme as
slate, which appeared to be equally darable with
that article, and certainly as handsome. We
were informed npon inguiry that this material
hos already been used in exposed architectural
ornnmentation in Philadelphia, Balddmore, New
York, and Washington, in some instances for
n;w.-lr three years, without the slightest com-
plaint,

Dr. Helmbold's establizhment will long remain
a monument to the beaaly and finish of their
work, as we nnderstand that, in conaection with
their papler-mache ornaments, to them aud
their artists is duoe all the artistic encaustic
paioting and gilding in which the cases and
wood-work bave been finished. For this pur-
pose they employ the best talent among artists,
and the result Is a harmony in architectural
finish which has hitherto been but too seldom
seen In our city.

452 and 434 North Twelfth street, their
rapldly increasing business demaunding & more
commodious establishment.

OrrFuwcEr, WASHIKGT ', May 111030 A. M. —Synop-
sls for thepast tv _uty-four hours:—The weather
remsins nnchanged on the Pacific coast. The ba-
rometer has very generally fallen {n and north of
the Ohio Valley and in the extreme northwest. The
highest pressare still remains over Lakes LErle and
Michigan and in Maryland.
